trality in the China-Japan conflict has the 
mmediate effect of endangering a shipment

It harms China, which has not one ship 
capable of crossing the Pacific to help the 
Chinese defend themselves against one of 
the most shameless acts of aggression yet un- 
dertaken 

It won the praise of Japan, whose mer 
chant fleet can carry all the U. S. planes and 
scrap iron it wants, without let or hindrance. 
The Japanese newspaper Asahi editorially 
praised President Roosevelt's move, declar- 
ing, that it would have no effect on Japan, 
but would be fatal to China . 

Neutrality! 

Not by the longest stretch of the imagi- 
nation is this neutrality! 

Japan's huge merchant fleet plies regularly 
to Pacific Coast ports. It is free to haul any 
and all of the proscribed war materials. 
China must depend on the merchant fleets 
of other nations. Now the action of the 
President of the United States curtails its 


possibility of doing so. | 
It is true that Roosevelt did not apply the 


Neutrality Act itself. But without invoking 
the act he has put into effect a part of its 
vicious provisions by his authority as head 
of the army and navy. 

Who profits by it? 

Certainly not the United States, which itself 
is seriously threatened by Japan. Certainly 
not the United States when every encourage- 
ment given to Japan's aggression only draws 
the United States nearer to war. 

Only the Japanese imperialists are aided 
by this action of President Roosevelt, and 
any aid to the Japanese imperialists is a blow 
to the independence of China and to the 
peace of the United States and of the world. 

The state department must be flooded 
with protests over this flagrant assistance to 
Japan. Not only must this decree be re- 
versed, but both the State Department and 
White House must be flooded with demands 
for action against the aggressor. The Nine- 
Power Treaty and the Kellogg-Briand Peace 
Pact must be invoked by action on the part 
of the United States refusing any direct oF 
indirect aid to Japan and giving China the 
full opportunity to obtain means of defend- 
ing itself. 

Let the Chinese-Soviet Pact of Non-Ag- 
gression be the example for the United 
States. 

Let aggression be hindered, not assisted.

First of all, it is the message 
of the need for the great mass 
of the people, the workers and 
farmers, to organize for their 
own self-protection against those 
forces of greed and exploitation, 
collectively known as _ Wall 
Street. - Trade unions of the 
workers and the various forms 
of organization of the farmers, 
and cooperation between these 
two groups, receive from the 
Communist Party its undivided 
attention and support. Our Party 
trains its members to be the most 
effective organizers and helpers 
in building the organizations of 
the people. In this tremendous 
and difficult task it is no small 
thing to have a compact, dis- 
ciplined, and well-organized 
party helping in every way to 
solve the complex problems that 
arise. Many hundreds of thous- 
ands of workers have learned 
to value the work of the Com 
munist Party in this field, and 
to trust our Party. 

Secondly, the Communist Party 
works untiringly to unite all 
the organizations of the work- 
ers, farmers, and oppressed mid- 
die classes, for effectively fight- 
ing for those governmental mea- 
sures of social and labor legis- 
lation needed to meet their im- 
mediate difficulties.

Communist Party, for example,

Fourthly the Communist Party 
working for the unity of the 
workingclass and for the estab- 
lishment of a common fighting 


front of the great majority of 
he people in a permanent poli- 
tical coalition a People’s Front, 
against their enemies, the bank 
ers and monopolists who domin- 
ate the Republican Party and 
control such a large part of the 
Democratic Party that in the 
last Congress they defeated the 
mandate of the 1936 election. 
We declare that the old party 
lines have become meaningless, 
that the time has come for a 
new alignment, in which the 
progressives shall all unite on 
one side against the reactionaries 
on the other side. That is what 
we mean when we call for a 
Farmer-Labor Party, although 
we are not particular about what 
such a party should be called. 
We declare that the main issue 
before our country today is that 
of the choice between progress 
or reaction, between democracy 
or fascism. We of the Commu- 
nist Party are fully and com- 
pletely in the camp of progress 
and democracy. We are giving 
our best efforts to help unite 
in this camp the majority of the 
people to take the government 
out of the hands of Wall Street. 
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Fights For Peace 


Fifthly, the Communist Party 
is fighting for a peace policy 
for the United States for a 
policy that will keep America 
out of war by helping the peace- 
loving and democratic peoples 
of other lands to keep war out 
of the world. We condemn the 
stupid and hypocritical “neutral- 
ity” law which is the most un- 
neutral law ever written, and 
which threatens to drag America 
into a new world war by directly 
encouraging the war-making fas- 
cist powers. We _ propose that 
the U. S. should base its foreign 
policy squarely upon the Kellogg- 
Briand Pact of Paris, by which

fifty nations have pledged us 
to refrain from war, and upon 
the Nine Power Pact which guar- 
antees peace in the Pacific; that 
whenever any nation violates 
these pledges so solemnly made, 
the U. S§. shal register that 
fact, and throw the moral and 
economic power of this country 
into the balance against the war- 
makers by severing economic 
connections with them (but not 
with their victims) until peace 
is restored and their pledges 
made good. We propose the ful- 
lest cooperation of the U. S. with 
every nation which wants peace, 
for common restraint of the war- 
makers, and for the Pacific— 
a Pacific Pact of Non-Aggression. 
We hold that war anywhere in 
the word is a disaster for us all 
and threatens the peace of all. 
We hold that only international 
cooperation along these lines 
holds any hope for preserving 
the peace of the world. We give 
our efforts to organize the people 
of America to urge such a policy 
upon Our government. 

Finally, the Communist Party 
tells the people of America that 
all our troubles arise from the 
private ownership of our eco- 
nomic resources, the factories, 
mills, mines, railroads, banks, by 
a small—and increasingly smaller 
—number of rich families, the 
monopolists and financiers known 
as Wall Street. There is no com- 
plete and final solution of our 
problems so long as the mono- 
pojists and financiers retain the 
ownership and control of our 
economy. It will finally become 
necessary for the people to take 
over this ownership and control, 
through their own government, 
and operate our economic life 
for the common good of. all, 
instead of the private profit of 
the few. Such a change is what 
we «all the change trom capi- 
talisin to socialism — from the 
rule of the capitalist to the 
ruie of the socially-governed 
producers, the working people 
of the country. We point out 
the successful operation of this 
principle in the Soviet Union, a 
land formerly among the most 
backward, unfortunate, and po- 
verty-stricken, which is now 
through a few years of social- 
ism achieving miracles of eco- 
nomic, cultural, and social pro- 
gress which has already caugh 
up with and surpassed Europe, 
and which is now second only to 
the United States. How much 
more quickly and completely 
could we in the United States, 
where all the necessary material 
foundations have already been 
laid, achieve plenty and prosper- 
ity for all, once we break the 
fetter of capitalist monopoly!

Finally, the Communist Party 
tells the people of America that 
all these good things these neces- 
sary things for the life of the 
people can only be won if there 
is a strong, clear-neaded, disci- 
plined Party of the workers 
which. organizes the people to 
fight for them, which day in and 
day out, year aiter year, is guid- 
ing the struggle and finding the 
solutions for all problems—only 
if the best, most loyal, most 
energetic, and most intelligent 
from among the workers, farm- 
ers, and middle classes unite 
themselves for these purposes in 
the Communist Party.

Soviet U-Boat Stand 
Called Fascists’ Blutt 


’ Behind the braggadocio and nose-thumb- 
ing of Mussolini and Hitler at the results of 
the Nyon conference on Piracy, the fascists | 
are deeply concerned over events being shap- 
ed by the firm peace stand of the Soviet 
Union. 

Rome and Berlin measure the agreements | 
reached by the Nine Powers on the Mediterra- 
nean menace with their own yardsticks. Skep- 
tics in other countries believe that nothing has 


been accomplished. 

But let us see about that. The hysteria and 
childish name-calling directed against Stalin and 
Litvinoff in the German and Italian press are 
symptoms of fascist rage over the dramatic and 
powerful action of the Soviet Union. Hitler and

Mussolini know only too well that the Soviet On-"~. 


ion has again demonstrated its leading role in 
world politics in the struggle for peace. The 
wishful estimate of the Soviet Union’s ‘weak 
ness” as a result of the purge of Trotzkyite al- 
lies of fascism and spies has been rudely shat 
tered by realities. European diplomats and mili- 
tarists (and somewhat reluctantly the capitalist 
press) recognize that the Soviet Union was never 
stronger and more able ‘to defend the Socialist 
fatherland than at the present time. 


Results of Nyon 

Concerning the Nyon Conference itself, we can 
tabulate the following general results: 

(1) The fascist dictators’ scheme to destroy the 
conference completely failed. Whether the Brit- 
ish government wished It or not, the lines were 
drawn more sharply than ever before between 
the leading democrati¢ powers of Europe and 
the fascist Rome-Berlin-Tokio axis. 

(2) Despite the absence of the Pirate Musso 
lini and his gangster pal, Hitler, the conference 
was held and actually reached an agreement. 

(3) Though the British Tories did everything 
they could to save Mussolini's face, they could 
not shield Italian fascism as the pirate of the 
Mediterranean. 

(4) Even though the decisions and plans ar 
not sufficiently complete nor effective again 
piracy, the Nyon conference results will work to 
hinder Italy’s continued piracy. 

(5) Mussolini, through the British delegation, 
failed to smuggle in belligerent rights for Franco. 
A special document was issued in this regard. 

(6) The Soviet Union’s ships were promised 
protection by the navies of France and Britain, 
and the USSR besides was leit free to accom 
pany its merchantmen with naval convoys 
through the Mediterranean. 

(7) The patrol of the Tyrrhenian Sea suggest 
ed to Italy under instructions from Premie! 
Chamberlain, a face-saving proposal, is an offer 
to Mussolini to patrol’a route that is not on the 


highway to or from Spain, 


Foreed Britain’s Hand 

The Soviet Union has taken a stand In tne 
Mediterranean area, the very lair of the pirate 
Mussolini, and forced the unwilling hand of Brit- 
ain and the faltering feet of France. 

To top it all, Mussolini who at first exploded 
with invective and war threats against the Sov- 
iet Union for daring to expose his brigandage, 
has since ordered the totalized press to muffic 
its empty challenges. 

The guilt of Italian fascism is being daily con- 
firmed and acknowledged, even in Britain. For 
example, the New York Herald Tribune (no en- 
emy of Mussolini nor friend of the Soviet Union) 
published a cable from its London correspondent 
Jack Beall attesting to the truthfulness of the 
Soviet Union's indictment of Mussolini. 


British Opinion Enters 


We quote the following, not to add cumulative 
evidence, but to show that public opinion in 
Britain and elsewhere will condemn those Brit 
ish Tories along with Mussolini as responsible U 
piracy continues after the Nyon conference: 

“These raids of the pirates did not start until 
both Italy and Germany had withdrawn their 
boats from the non-intervention patrol scheme 
around Spain.

“When you come right down to it, why should 
a country whose Duce sends a large and well 
equipped_army to Spain, supplying ten generals 
on the active list of the Italian army, and boasts 
about their victories in open telegrams to that 
army, quibble at supplying a few submarines in 
the bargain? When General Attilio Teruzzi, 
commander of the Black Shirt Legionnaires in 
Spain, can telegraph Rome, where it was pub- 
lished, a message Saying, ‘Duce. Your orders 
have been carried out,’ what’s to prevent a little 
piracy on the side?” 

What riles Hitler and Mussolini most is the 
fact that the Nyon conference has put the spot- 
light of world opinion on the Soviet Union as 
the greatest and most determined peace power.
